nd ridiculed. Even threats are indulged in. “ Tam a disciple of 
JULIUS STREICHER,” one individual is said to have boasted at a 
-ecent suburban London meeting, “ you'll squeal when the day 
of reckoning comes.” If a Hyde Park orator can be hauled 
hefore a magistrate and fined, no doubt very properly, for using 
indecent language, how can inflammatory language of the kind 
ve have mentioned be allowed to be uttered with impunity? At 
ihe meeting in question, it is said that the police gaye the 
speakers a free run, but removed several of the hecklers, They 
were acting, we presume, according to instructions, and, 
if that be so, they are not to blame.

HE representative body of the Jews of the British Empire, 
| assembled in special meeting on Wednesday, placed

There 
could be no cause more worthy ot support,

We have a Health Department to build up sound constitutions, and 
we assist those whom sickness has laid low; we have a Loan Depart- 
ment to foster independence—and an Industrial Department to train 
young people lor a hvehhood : we have hkewi1se it Rehet Department 
to help those who have fallen by the way. Prevention may be better 
than cure, but charity must have recourse to both. 

Our Relief Department dealt last year with cases involving nearly 
eleven thousand souls: we carned out over ten thousand investigations 
(for other people); we granted loans amounting to over £23,000; we 
sent for convalescence upwards of two thousand persons, men, women 
and children: our Almshouses shelter some hundred old men and 
women, and-over a thousand young people are under the charge otf 
our Industrial Department.

A record number of New Year Greeting cards have this year been 
sent through the post, Mr. J. H. Brebner, M.B.E., who is the Press Officer 
to the General Post Office, informed a representative of THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE. 

He also made it clear that despite the extra work which the sending 
of small cards entailed—all the stamping machines are made for the 
ordinary sized envelope and the small ones have to be dealt with by 
hand—it was not true, as bas been suggested by someone in a provincial 
daily, that ** officials are glad when the exchange of greetings is over.”

Special Meeting of Protest 


The Outrageous German “ Jew Laws’ 


BOYCOTT RESOLUTION RE-AFFIRMED 


Pledge to Fight “ With Inflexible Determination ” 


On Wednesday evening, at the Communal Centre, Woburn 
House, the President of the Deputies, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., 
presided over a special meeting of the Board, called to utter 
solemn and vigorous protest against the outrageous persecution 
ef German Jewry and against their public degradation by the 
deliberate act of the German Government as embodied in the 
abominable “Jew Laws” proclaimed at Nuremberg and confirmed 
by the German Reichstag there assembled. 

The following resolution was moved by the President : 

We, the London Committee of Deputies of the British Jews, 
representing the Jews of the British Empire, solemnly place on record 
our indignant protest against the cruel and continuous defamation and 
persecution of Jews in Germany. It is with a deep sense of outrage that 
we have witnessed the latest stage in their public degradation by the 
deliberate act of the German State. 

We repeat the Resolution passed on the 18th November, 1934, 
that in view of the continued anti-Jewish policy in Germany, this Board 
re-affirms as a general principle the President's statement that no self- 
respecting Jew will handle German goods or utilise German services as 
long as this policy endures, and pledge ourselves to pursue by every 
lawful means and with inflexible determination the fight, which is none 
of our seeking, against the systematic and barbarous denial of those 
principles of liberty and equality to which all are entitled, irrespective of 
race or creed. 

“There are certain fundamental concepts,” said Mr. Laski, 
“which have not only been accepted by modern civilisation, but which 
have been regarded as the basis of the progress of civilisation. Amongst 
others I refer to the doctrine of the equality of man—an equality 
which is not regardful of colour or creed—and to the behef that given 
opportunity for physical and mental growth, all mankind can give 
service to enrich the mental, spiritual and material inheritance of the 
human race. These basic ideals have, during the last féw years, been 
deliberately set at nought by a country, or rather the Government of 
a country, which hitherto had been regarded as being in the forefront 
of civilisation. | 

“From the beginning of the Nazi regime, in January, 1933, its 
leaders, with Herr Hitler as protagonist, have made it clear that they 
were purposing to destroy everything that savoured of Liberalism and 
the Liberal spirit. The spearpomt of this attack was directed, and js 
directed, mercilessly and ruthlessly against the Jews. The promulga- 
tion of the new laws against Jews by Herr Hitler at the specially 
summoned meeting of the Reichstag in Nuremberg on September 
15th of this year, may be considered as the culmination of this attack 
and a milestone in the retrogression of Germany. These laws divide 
the population of that country into two classes—those entitled to full 
citizenship, and those, including all Jews, who are not to be allowed 
under any circumstances to attain the status of full citizenship, but are 
to be relegated to an inferior category which, in effect, makes them 
pariahs. A further law prolubits marriages between Jews and non- 
Jewish Germans, and prohibits Jews from employing non-Jewish female 
domestic workers under the age of forty-five years. This law is gran- 
diloquently entitled “Law for the Protection of German Blood and 
Honour.” The insult to Jewish honour and. Jewish morality, implicit 
in this title, reveals the underlying malevolence which is the main- 
spring of Nazi policy against the Jews.” 


Aryan "’ Piffle 


Discussing the “ Aryan” theory, which, Mr. Laski emphasised, 
had not withstood, and could not withstand, the slightest scientific 
investigation, he pointed out that it attained the widest currency 
within a nation which had for many years been suffering under a 
sense of inferiority, which felt that the propagation of tins absurd 
theory would somehow raise not only its self-esteem, but the regard 
of other peoples for it. The real effect in other countries had - been 
just the contrary. The intelligence of the world had refused to con- 
sider the theory. . The average German was not allowed to know 
this. The German propaganda machine and its instrument, the secret 
Police, were all-powerful. Of freedom of the Press and freedom of 
individual opinion not a vestige remained in Germany. The voice 
of some of the leaders of the Church in Germany, Catholic and 
Protestant, had been heard in courageous protest against the denial 
of one of the fundamental principles of Christianity, They were 
grateful for the bold championship of those principles by Cardinal 
F aulhaber of Munich, who, in his “ Judentum, Christentum,-Deutsch- 
tum,” had proclaimed the eternal moral truths of the Hebraic teaching 
and denounced the Nordic racial doctrines, They admired, too, the 
stand which many Roman Catholic priests and Protestant pastors 
had taken against the attempt to tyrannise over religious freedom, 


Civilised Countries’ Disgust 
The new laws, continued Mr. Laski, sought to make permanent 
@ position which, in fact, already existed as a result of prior legislation, 


and which almost invariably legally upheld the terrorism practised b 
the Nazi Party. The publication of these laws seeking to deoveds Jove 
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has had a reaction in the Press of the world which must hay, 
astonished a regime hardened to the contempt of foreign pub), 
opinion. Almost without exception the leading organs of the Pre: 
in this country and abroad had recorded their sense of outrage ; 
this return to mediaevalism. Some organs had expressed the subdw 
hope that, with these laws, there would be a restnetion of individus 
acts of violence. There were little grounds for that hope. Herr Hit), 
himself, in his speech at Nuremberg, had hinted at the possibility «: 
even crueller measures against the Jews. The new laws were intrins: 
cally and deliberately oppressive and humiliating; but their banefu| 
character lav more in their intention and tendency than in the diffe: 
ence they made to the present Jewish position. Their intention wa 
to give the sanction of law to the insanity of racial. theory, ta mak. 
the Jews feel that they were outcasts and untouchables. It was » 
triumph for Herr Streicher, as could be inferred ‘from the issuanc 
of those laws at Nuremberg, the centre of the most violent anti-Jewis!, 
attacks and the home of that pornographic publheation, the STUERMER 
These facts disposed of the widely-held belief that the responsibilitie 
of great office had endowed Herr Hitler with some sense of moderation 
upon this question. He was apparently at one with Herr Streiche: 
Dr. Goebbels and the violently anti-Semitic leaders of the Party. He 
had found anti-Jewish propaganda one of the most potent instruments 
for the attainment of power, and it was being utilised now to distract 
the attention of the followers of the regime from its faileres. 

Well-intentioned observers of the Nazi regime, said the President 
had again and again and even recently advocated that judgment on it 
should be suspended. They suggested that such activities as the 
oppression of Jews and others would disappear when Germany herse!i 
had received adequate recognition and just treatment from the Alhed 
and Associated Powers. But a freely armed and self-conscious Ger. 
many had not dimimshed, but rather intensitied her oppression and 
ill-treatment of her Jewish population. Germany had recently shown 
her contempt of the principles which he at the basis of the public 
law of Europe. It was not, therefore, surprising that in seeking 
equitable treatment for herself, and most recently seeking equitable 
treatment for the Germans of Memel, she should display no desire to do 
equity by others. 


Although foreign opimion had not been successful so far in mitigat-: 


ing Nazi severities against the Jews, said Mr. Laski, it should on no 
account be supposed that the regime was wholly unpervious to it; 
indeed, the leaders of the Party took every opportunity to justify their 
anti-Jewish policy. This was especially the case in English-speaking 
countries. British travellers in Germany were carefully shepherded and 
shown the achievements of the regime. Whenever questioned about 
anti-Jewish legislation, or whenever seeking to speak in defence, the 
Nazis attempted to show that it was purely a defensive measure against 
alleged hordes of East European Jews who are said to have flooded 
Gerinany after the War and to have occupied most of the important 
positions in the political and cultural life of the country -and thereby, 
to have spread an influence alien to the Germanic spirit. It is asserte:! 
also that Jews long settled in the country, who are law abiding, meet 
with no interference. These tales, declared Mr. Laski, are as remote 
from the truth as the legends of Baron  Munchausen. Peop!: 
acquainted with German history and with a knowledge of modern 
Germany, who: had read the flood of German decrees and legislation, 
who had read the disciplined Press, who had listened to the parrot- 
like speeches of Nazi leaders on the never-silent wireless, could dumb- 
found their Nazi hosts with proof beyond challenge or detraction 
that there was no such incursion of East-European Jews as alleged. 
that their number was always small in comparison with the native 
Jewish population, that their influence in polities was so insignificant 
as to be hardly noticeable, that the Jews as a whole were less than 
one per cent. of the population, and that, above all, to assert that 
Jews long settled in the country who are law abiding are not interfered 
with is as gross a lie as can be uttered. “The Nazis complain o' 
exaggeration in the accounts which responsible newspapers have giver 
of the treatment of Jews. But what of their own distortions of the 
truth?” No allegation was too fantastic for the Nazis to use in this 
campaign. The simple truth was that the inexpiable crime in Ger 
many at the present time was to be a Jew. Birth or long residence 
in the country, close identification with its spirit, staunch patriotism 
and valuable services rendered to Germany all counted for nothing 


Cold and Calculated Brutality 


Mr. Laski then proceeded to review the history of the last two 
years, detailing the ever-extending exclusion of Jews from State 
Services and the professions. Everywhere Jews have had to leave 
their life work. Only the field of commerce had been left open for « 
time, but not for long. As soon as the Nazis had completed their 
persecution in other spheres they began to drive the Jews out of 
business life, not so much by laws and decrees—although by this 
means also some forms of commercial activity had been taken away— 
as by boycotting, in pursuance of which picketing, pillorying and 
direct official menaces were used. These actions of boycott had suc- 
ceeded in eliminating the Jews almost entirely from certain trades. 
Many villages and small towns, especially in the neighbourhood of 
Frankfort, in Silesia, in East Prussia, in Franconia and in Southern 
Bavaria, had put up posters forbidding the entrance of Jews or stating 
that Jews enter at their own risk. Jewish holiday homes for children 
in various parts of the country had had to be closed without notice. 
“I know of cases,’ said the President, “ where such homes have been 
stoned during the night by Nazi hooligans purposely, as is often the 
practice in modern Germany, transported to the place from elsewhere 
as though the populace spontaneously were exhibiting their feelings. 
These are holiday experiences for Jewish children in Nazi Germany ! ” 
The new law forbidding intercourse between Jew and non-Jew was 
merely the climax of a wave of social ostracism. From all parts of 
the country it had been officially reported that Jews and “ so-called 
German women” had been arrested and sent to concentration camps 
for “ racial disgrace.” It must be noted that any form of intercourse. 
however innocent, between Jew and non-Jew can constitute “ racial 
disgrace.” This type of offence provided a new field for black- 
mailers, and some of the cases published in the Press revealed 
clearly that the Jewish victim had fallen a prey to ‘the blackmailer. 
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Only in the rarest cases was the blackmailer punished. 
the Jewish victim who had to go to prison or to a ¢ 
In the Nazi Press, there is no crime, no vice. that is not attmbuted 
to the Jews. Jewish sacred books were \ thfied, and the snout perce 
ous perversions given of ‘passages from the Bible and other sacred 
writings.

Many Jews Cross Frontier to Pray 


Rosh Hashana passed without violence in Germany. Tie 
Berlin Communal Board sold 20,000 more tickets of admission to 
the Synagogues than last year, and many temporary .places of 
worship were opened, although municipal and privately-owned halls 
in general refused to let their premises. Jewish ex-Servicemen acted 
as unofficial police to move on the crowds of Jews that were unable 
to obtain admission. 

Jews in the smaller provincial towns were afraid to leave their 
houses for fear of provoking the Nazis, and there was much private 
prayer within doors. This was particularly the case in the Rhine- 
land, where Jew-baiting is now reaching a state of 
unknown in any other part of Germany.

In many places nearer the frontier a good many Jews crossed 
the border in order to pray in freedom. ‘Thus, the synagogues in 
many Czechoslovakian and Belgian towns were packed with German 
Jews who came over to pray and meet the New Year under a freer 
sky and amidst kindlier people. 


Streicher in Berlin To-night 


Another mass meeting, with Streicher as the chief speaker, will 
take place in the Berlin Sportpalast, the largest hall in the city, 
to-night. The meeting is being arranged by the Labour Front 
organisation. It is taken as a definite indication that Streicher is 
to assume an important position in the Reich administration and 
will soon be transferred to Berlin from his Nuremberg stroughold. 


The Concentration Camps 
Many Jews Still at Dachau 
The “Penal Squad ” 


In a long article by its Special Correspondent, the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN reminds us that the concentration camps are still in use 
and that Dachau in particular has not even been cleaned up.” 

“ Dachau,” he writes “ was one of the worst of the German 
concentration camps, but neither there nor in any others, except 
one or two that came to be used as ‘show places,’ has there been 
auy improvement in the lot of the prisoners. All the publicity and 
protest in the outside world has made no difference whatever. Some 
of the prisoners have been in Dachau for two-and-a-half years. The 
hope that their internment was merely provisional and would come 
to an end as soon as things had ‘settled down’ in Germany has 
been abandoned. To their often unendurable physical torments is 
added the despairing conviction that there will never be any help 
from abroad and that there will be no release as long as the Third 
Reich lasts. The prisoners number about 1,600, They are made up of 
Communists, Social Democrats ‘oppositional’ S A. men (that is to 
say, Brownshirts who turned against Hitler, especially after June 
s0th last year), Jews, tramps, and ordinary criminals, of whom some 
are used as informers amongst the political prisoners. The Jews 
include thirty who returned to Germany this year, thinking it to ba 
safe, and were sent to Dachau. . 

’ The work the prisoners have to do is excessively hard. The 
severest labour is done, amid continual ill-treatment, by the * penal 
squad,’ in which most of the Jews are to be found. . . . The 
treatment of the Jewish prisoners at Dachau is particularly terrible, 
especially of those who come from the Nuremberg-Fiirth region, 
where Julius Streicher is ‘king.’ There were seventeen Jews from 
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this region in the camp—of these, three were released, five are st\!! 
there, and nine have been done to death. ... . 

“In the spring of this year some of the S.S. men were replaced 
by police (Landespolizei), but the treatment of the prisoners has no’ 
improved. Some time ago a number were ordered out on parad 
and were told that two of them would have to die. The guard. 
stood by with loaded rifles. The prisoners were then ordered t. 
turn right-about and two shots were fired. But no one was hit, ani 
the guards laughed at what the prisoners then understood to be » 
practical joke of the kind that is common enough in the German 
This ‘joke’ was repeated several times, unti!

Domestic Servants Protest 
Unpopularity of New Law 


According to the Berlin correspondent of the News-CHRONICLE 
“in Berlin, one Jabour exchange alone has received angry letters 
from 600 maidservauts protesting at being, in effect, turned into the 
streets to satisfy the anti-Jewish obsession of the Nazi wild men. 
It is estimated that in Berlin 30,000 maidservants and governesses 
are under notice at the present time. From some blocks of flats in 
serlin’s West End as many as seven or eight maids are to be com 
pelled to give up their places, with the prospect of going on the 
‘dole,’ or being sent to a labour camp. 

“ The ban upon the employment of women under forty-five in a 
Jewish household arouses more anger and is likely to create more 
domestic disturbance than any previous social measure of the Nazi 
regime. In many cases Jews, as a result of this ban, are moving 
into smaller apartments or boarding-houses, where there will be no 
servant problem for them. Landlords are consequently becoming 
seriously alarmed. Milliners’ shops and hairdressers complain of 
the loss of custom owing to the sudden thrift of maidservants now 
faced with unemployment.” 


The Force of Foreign Opinion 


In an article on the new Ghetto laws, the SCHWARZE Korps, the 
official organ of the S.S. says: ~ Pablic opinion abroad is reacting to 
the Nuremberg laws in a way that shows no understanding of these 
new German measures. The Reichstag laws will not, for the time 
being, make the international situation any easier for Germany. 


After Nuremberg 
Official Support for Dr. Schacht 


The NEUE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG reports that much confusion 
exists with regard to the position of persons of mixed Jewish and 
“ Aryan” blood (of whom there are estimated to be over 100,000) 
under the new laws. 

Although it has now been proclaimed that the Laws will apply 
only to full-Jews, it is doubted whether this modification will be 
carried out in practice. One section of the “race-ologists "’ seeks 
to treat half-Jews in the same way as full-Jews, excluding only 
quarter-Jews. In this case, the NEUE ZUERCHER ZEITUNG states, one 
consequence would be that half-Jews, who are accepted into the 
Army, would be forced to remain celibates; for whereas the new 
marriage law would prevent them from marrying “Aryans,” the 
army law prevents them from marrying “ non-Aryans.” 

The paper further asserts that a private meeting took place 
at the close of the Nuremberg Congress, at which, in the presence 
of Hitler, Dr. Schacht addressed all the Nazi District Leaders. 
Following the lines of his Kénigsberg speech, Dr. Schacht urged 
that anti-Semitism should be allowed to vent itself in civic and 
cultural life, but not in economic life. It is added that the Party 
leadership has received strict orders to cease boycott propaganda, 
and the photographing and denouncing and pillorying of purchasers 
in Jewish shops. But Party-members themselves are once again 
ordered to abstain from all economic intercourse with Jews.

Foreign Office Dismisses Jews 

The German Foreign Office has been compelled to conform to 
the new Ghetto legislation and disiniss the few Jews remaining in 
its service. The Berlin correspondent of the Dainy TeLecrarn 
reports that “two of the best-known Foreign (Office officials, Dr. 
fiobert Ulrich, the financial expert, and Dr. Mever, chief of the East 
turopean department, have been informed that their services are no 
longer required. Their colleagues have made noattempt to conceal 
their regret. Dr. Ulrich is well known in England. During the 
past year he has led the German delegation at all conferences in 
connection with the Anglo-German Trade Payments agreement and 
has won a great reputation as a skilled negotiator. In financial 
circles his retirement is frankly regarded as a disaster for Germany. 


The Ghetto Laws 


Reichswehr Disagreement with Nazis 


According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, the belated 
provision that the new Ghetto laws should apply to full Jews only 
and not-to mere “non-Aryans’’ was made at the instance of the 
iieichswehr, because there are still many “non-Aryan" officers in 
the Army. It was hotly contested by the Radical wing of the Party, 
whose opposition is still holding up the detailed regulations for its 
application. 


Jews Cannot Get Their Hair Cut 


At Alzey, a brewery and boot manufacturing town in Hesse, the 
local barbers now refuse to allow Jews to enter their shops. 


The Cattle Trade 
Jews Ruined in Eifel District 


The RHEINISCHE LANDESZEITUNG reports that the Jewish cattle 
trade in the district of the Eifel, which bas till recently been 
flourishing, has now been brought to.a standstill. This is due to 
the action of the Nazi district authorities, who induced the local 
farmers to take the necessary steps for the exclusion of Jewish 
cattle-dealers from the markets. 

The Court at Aachen bas approved the action of a local milk 
arketing society which had threatened its members with a reduc- 
tion in payment if they refused to discontinue their business rela- 
tions with Jewish cattle dealers. The latter, who sought an 
injunction on the ground that the milk marketing society interfered 
with their business and thereby broke the law of fair competition 
aS well as transgressed against the spirit of the present Government 
policy were informed that it was “not the dead letter of the law 
that was of decisive moment, but the meaning of the law as inter- 
preted by the ideals of National Socialism.” 

At a meeting of farmers in Dirmstein, near Frankenthal, in 
favaria, District Leader Gauweiler, announced the establishment of 
« local cattle-trading society with the aim of making the farmers in 
the district entirely independent of Jewish traders. 


German-Jewish Shipping 


According to the MorninG Post, “all German-Jewish shipping 
companies—there are three in Hamburg alone—have hoisted the 
Swastika flag on their vessels, in common with German companies. 
They maintain that the Nuremberg Flag Law does not forbid them 
to fly the Swastika, and that the ban applies only to private houses 
and offices owned by Jews.” 
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Jews to be “ Bought Out” ? 
Liquidation Bank Proposed 


\ proposal has been made by a National Socialist Economic 
Review for the establishment of a especial “ Liquidation Bank to 
facilitate the taking over of Jewish concerns.” The article emphasises 
that Jewish traders are consistently losing customers, with the 
result that their businesses no longer show any profit. “We have 
no cause,’ the writer says, “to stand in the way of this develop 
ment, but care must be taken that the events which accompanied 
earlier liquidations shall not recur. If the Jew desires to leave 
Germany, then we must help him in carrying out his intention, i.e., 
make possible for him the liquidation of his business in a manner 
satistactory to both sides, The kernel of the problem is the provi- 
sion of capital.” 

The article suggests that a special company be formed to lend 
to “capable Aryan business men" the money required to purchase 
sound Jewish businesses. Jews could apply to the company if they 
wished to dispose of their businesses, and would apparently be paid 
in a lump sum, which the bank would obtain from the purchaser in 
instalments. Whether the Jew could take this money out of 
Germany is not at all clear. It is pointed out that at present large 
Jewish concerns can be bought for as little as £5,000, so that once 
the circumstances which prevented them from making a profit are 
removed capital would be quickly repaid out of earnings. 


The Ghetto Schools 
Who Shall Pay for Them? 

Direct negotiations between the Reichsvertretung der deutschen 
Juden, the all-German Jewish representative body, and the Ministry 
of Education are proceeding with regard to the newly-proclaimed law 
for the segregation of Jewish children in special Ghetto schools. 
The Reichsvertretung is demanding that the separate schools 
should be maintained by the Government on the basis of national 
minority rights. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency understands that 
the Ministry of Education is inclined to accede to this demand, but 
that the official National Socialist Party leaders are opposed to it. 
The attitude of the Nazis is that no public funds should be spent 
on Jews. 


Professors Dismissed 
Their Maids Bought from Jews 


“The rector of the University of Bonn, Professor hipp.”’ writes 
the German correspondent of the CATHOLIC HERALD, “ and the dean 
of the faculty of law of the same university, Professor Dolle, have 
been compelled to resign from their offices. The reason is that the 
maids of both had bought meat in a Jewish butcher's shop, and the 
official daily newspaper of the Nazi party, the WESTDEUTSCHER 

sHOBACHTER, which publishes lists of ‘Aryans’ who buy in Jewish 

shops, made that ‘crime’ known to the whole town. The Mayor of 
Bonn declared that National-Socialists are responsible for the 
National-Socialist education of their servant-maids.” 


“The Jews Are Winning” 
“They Will Fight the Fight to the End” 


The EVENING CHRONICLE, Manchester, publishes an article on 
“ Germany—Then—And Now,” by Mr. Graham Alletson, who is 
described as a frequent Continental traveller who bas just returned 
from his second visit to Germany in two years. This is what he 
writes about the Jews: 

“Two changes that are noticeable in Berlin to any visitor with 
previous knowledge of the city are concerned with the Jews and 
with armaments. In regard to the first, one. thing bas emerged 
quite clearly: the Jews are winning the fight. The German people 
realise now that whatever they do short of a wholesale massacre 
they will never rid themselves of the Jews. They may perbaps 
reduce their numbers, but expunge them—never.

Sirn,—The time is long overdue when practical plans should |, 
adopted for raising the service in the Synagogue to a higher grade «| 
perfection and thereby strengthening the spintual bond between 1))» 
scattered Jewries throughout the world.

At the outset, it must be clearly understood that a Chazan, in thie 
truest sense of the word, is not some arbitrary machine-made creat) 
The real Chazan is essentially the product of a true Jewish environm« 
which was supplied to him in the past by the traditional intonation 
prayers in the Synagogue and Beth Hamedrash as it was expressed | 
the masses of the Jewish people. This atmosphere of the best of tra 
tional Judaism was imbibed by the embryomiec Chazan from his ear!y 
childhood onwards; and while it was something which was not concret 
something vague and almost nebulous, nevertheless, it was a very pot: 
force in moulding the spirit of the future Chazan, who became ¢ 
inspired interpreter of his people’s musical heritage. What possibilit 
are there to-day of re-creating this atmosphere and still furthe: 
developing it on concrete lines in smientific form? 

The musieal heritage of our people has survived by oral mea: 
through. the medium of a traditional form of melodious mtonation 
prayers in connection with our religious and ceremonial observances I 
an analytical study of this traditional form, we have revealed to 
the native springs of originality in Hebrew music; and we find, | 
that this form has. been developed in strict accordance with the cla 
rules of the ancient Levitical musical system as used in the Temple | 
old. 

Realising the danger of decadence which threatens the whole edi! 
of our musical tradition, due to its being hidden by a thick veil 
obscurity, I have evolved a comprehensive scheme for the purpose 
establishing the profound truth that we have retamed our mus: 
tradition in an unbroken chain of histone continuity nmght from 1 
remote beginnings to its present development. This scheme will rev 
also that. although of ancient origin, our musical tradition is yet destin 
to usher in a new era in the development of sacred and secular Hebr 
music which, it is hoped, will enrich the musical culture of the world 
the future as it has already influenced it in the past. For the | 
exposition of this scheme, I have advocated the holding of a Chazai 
Festival. In 1932, in anticipation that the ** Tarbuth *’ would agree | 
orgamise a preliminary one-evening Chazanut. Festival, I was success! 
in enlisting the support of some members of the Beth Din and a nutnt» 
of influential members of the Community, who were ready to guarant 
the initial outlay involved in holding this festival; this in itsell w: 
surely a testimony of their belief in the value of this scheme. Moreove: 
the Jewish Memorial Council would have agreed to lend its patronage t 
this festival, had it been organised under the auspices of certain ot!

At the age of nine he was 
lorm in tus school, in advance of bOVS ot thirteen and four- 
teen. He was always top in everything. Manifestly this must have 
been a stram on the poor child, and the famuly doctor advised a year's 


school. 


Young Hermann spent his time at the piano, 
At the age of ten, he was giving public recitals. But in that same vear 
(1830) lus father lost his fortune, and Hermann sought farme in Paris. 
where, as “Puzzi.” he became an intimate in the eircle ot Liszt ana 
Leora San, In 1835 he was “Professor” at the College of 
Music in Geneva. and shortly afterwards he seemed to have lost his 
nerve and became restless and unsettled. Perhaps this was not 
remarkable : cluld prodigies often are like that. He gambled, he made 
debts. he became a fugitive over the face of Europe, he sought tv 
drown his sorrows in drink. In 1847, at the early age of twenty-seven, 
Hermann Cohen, who hitherto had lived his life without any religion, 
suddenly saw the hgeht and became a Carmelite monk as Pater Maris 
Augustin! In 1862 Franz Laszt met hun in Rome, and what must have 
been the old musician's feelings as he received the sacrament at the 
hands of one who, as “Puzzi,” had years ago been his pet pupil 

It may be said that since he’‘had been a bad Jew and had 
become a good Chrstian, the change was one for the better. It may 
he so. But he was a child of Ins age, and German Jewry must have 
lost many tlhiousands of other children of the age like hun. Actual figures 
are not available: estimates vary for the whole of the nineteenth 
century between 100,000 and 250,000. 

Are we taced with the problem to-day? In Anglo Jewry? 
Baptism in the third decade of the twentieth century ts not alarming 
in extent. What is perhaps far worse ts ainnless drifting away trom 
Judaism, not to Christianity but to nothing. Jews without any 
religion, is this coneeivable’? - If it us, the more reason to strengthen 
our educational efforts.

INACCURACY OF GOVERNMENT STATISTICS 
By MARVIN B. G=LBER 


lhe) is a Montreal kKconomist who was recently London 


(Mr. 
atte) spt nding several months in Palestine. His erposure of the 
wnsnubstantial basis of Government statistics in Palestine lends pommel 
to the recent announcement that a Canadian statistician has been 
oficred a post hy the Government. He has, however, not yet accepted.) 

The spectacular progre 3 ol Palestine during the last three years 
not only endow sit with peculiar significance ol Jewry, brit adds to 
its strategic importance in terms of British pohey. The weakening ot 
political frontiers in both the Near and Middle East and dreams O1 
Fascist Empire lend a little more than glamour to the hinterland of 
Suez. Widening British interest in Palestine, therefore, calls for an 
imaginative programme. But colonial policy there lacks the broad 
strokes of statesmanship. ‘The minimal , 
that began in 1922 has not been altered and the present rate o1 
development is made to rely on a dull interpretation of formulae. 

The prosperity of an expanding country depends on the supply of 
the factors of production and the freedom with which they can unite 
in protitable enterprise, The great continent: of America, superbly 
rich natural resources, Wiis opened tip) through Vast crants ot free

land. Mass immigration was not only encouraged but actually sub- 
sklised. Spanish and French imperial outposts, on the other hand, 


were more restricted in their activity by the home Governments and 
thes slowly disintegrated. Most creat colonial ventures of modern 
times matured in the freedom of the nineteenth century, Palestine, 
however, is advancing in an age of growing intervention by the State 
and it must fight agaist the barners hampering its development. 
Not onl are the dactors of production nat freely supplied, but 
Palestinian pioncering implhes a struggle against Government-created 
scarcity, Obsessed by the fear of econome recession, the Admunistra- 
tron is prepared to condemn the country to the 
Lalliputian growth. 


Official Action Di:courages Enterprise 

Let us take the case of land and see how official action has dis- 
eouraged enterprise. The Mandate enjoined the Government to 
encourage the close settlement of Jews on the land and held out the 
promise of Crown lands for colonisation. As an mterpretation of that 
instrument of international law, the Jewish world was confronted 
by the White Paper of 1922 which eliminated from the sphere of 
Zionist activity an area nearly twice as great as Palestine west of the 
Jordan. <A negligible amount of Crown lands has been placed at the 
disposal of the Jews. The large concessions have continued in Arab 
hands despite repeated infractions and flagrant violations of the terms 
of lease. Land ordinances that would not be tolerated in. Western 
countries have been enacted, placing obstacles in the way of transfer. 
The burden of providing for the peasant classes is often shifted to the 
purchaser, thus relieving the Government of the necessity of upsetting 
the feudal status of the mass of Arabs. 

The crsis has recently sharpened as a result of the large amounts 
of capital that have become available for investment in land. During 
the past two-and-a-half years 10,486 Jews, possessing £1,008 or more, 
have entered the country in the capitalist category. Assuming for 
the purposes of a very conservative estimate that the average amount 
of money unported by an immgrant of this type was £2,000, it can 
‘easily be seen that there has been a large influx of capital. Besides 
this, considerable sums that had been invested in citrus plantations 
six and seven years previously have now reached the profit-bearing 
stage. Both these factors, which are not unrelated, laid the basis for 
a period of expansion. Pioneering countries are usually blessed with 
a wealth of natural resources, but are forced to borrow abroad at high 
rates of interest to acquire the means to develop them. Thus; while 
an important chapter in the history of the New World could be 
entitled, “ America in Search of Capital,” Palestine is having the 
unique experience of a surplus of money awaiting opportunities for 


investment, 
Rise in Land Values 

As a result of the large demand for land, prices rose perceptibly, 
more especially since new sources of supply were practically non- 
existent. Numerous plots increased in value five times over in the 
course of two years, and in exceptional cases mounted to relatively 
exorbitant heights. One hundred thousand Jews entered the country 
in two years and a half and it was necessary to provide sufficient 
accommodation to house them. As the largest proportion gravitated 
towards the cities, the new situation presented a peculiar problem 
of urban development. The hinterland of Tel-Aviv, which attracted 
the greatest number, was already high-priced land devoted to orange 
plantations. It was thus necessary to effect a maximum utilisation 
of the area available, as additional land could only be secured by 
outbidding the thriving citrus industry.

The Labour Shortage 
Wages in the Building Indus:ry 


OVERCROWDING IN TEL-AVIV 


Of more ummediate concern is the shortage of labour. The large 
mass immigration of the last few years has: found the resources of the 
Palestinian economy insufficient to supply the requisite housing accom- 
modation. Despite the simplicity of the buildings erected and the 
forced pace of construction, the density of. population per room rose 


The sand dunes were soon . 
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in 1934 and the heavy influx of immigrants during the f 
six months of this vear must have accentuated the problem. A pris 
investigation undertaken for several leading institutions, as 
unpublished but quoted in the annual report of the Palestine Keonon 
Corporation, found that one third of the population of Haifa a 
Tel-Aviv live in one room apartments with an average of 3.15 a 
3.24 persons per room respectively.’ The high rents that have resul! 
from this scarcity have justified wage scales in the building trad, 
that are out of proportion to the general prevathng level. Thus | 
encouraged a drain from agriculture and industry and severely han 
capped the economue dey clopment the country. 

The report of the Zionist ' oe tive to the recent Congress sli 
that between August, 1933, and May of this year the number of Jew: 
workers engaged in the building industry increased from 6,800 
15.000. During this period the labour force expanded from 40,00 
to 64.000, with construction accounting for more than a third of t! 
addition. Besides this, a considerable proportion of the 22,500 est 
mated to be employed in industry and manual trades were engac 
in fields subsidiary to building. 

The shortage of labour not only hindered the industrial develo; 
ment of the country, but also retarded the rate of economuc expansic 
generally. The memorandum of the Jewish Agency, submitted in 
June to the Secretary -General of the League of Nations for the 
information of the Mandates Commussion, reported that, while prepara 
(“ns were made for the planting of 44,000 dunams of orange grov 
during 1934, barely half of this area was completed, due to the scarcit, 
of labour. 


Ofiicialdom: Theory and Action 


Though there is plenty of capital available for investment 1 
Palestine, the limitations placed on the supply of land and labouw 
definitely restrict the rate of growth. Whether the Government are 
fully conscious of the import of their policy of scarcity does not 
detract from its effectiveness. The oflicial land ordinances of the last 
few years suggest that this programme is being intensified. Whule 
there is a growing feeling in Jewish circles that the obstacles in thi 
way of settlement in Trans-Jordan will soon be removed, any suc! 
sweeping reversal of policy is only likely to be achieved at the price 
of umportant political sacrifices. The shortage of labour, on the othe: 
hand, has been more spectacular, and the Government have given way 
to pressure by modifying the restrictions. It ys because the Admim 
stration has committed itself to a definite formula for determimng 
the number of immigration certificates allotted on the labour schedul 
that we can examine the poverty of othcial action as contrasted with: 
the logic of declared pohey. But the case of land remains much more 
obscure due to the absolute failure to unplement the terms of the 
Mandate. Not only has the Government failed to encourage the settle 
ment of Jews on the land, but it has succeeded in evading a formu- 
lation of its aims with regard to the entire problem. The basis fo: 
negotiation remains decidedly vague because Zionist diplomacy he 
so far been unable to elicit an official statement of policy, similar to 
that which has been made in the case of labour. 


The Government profess to be regulating the labour immigration 
schedule in conformity with the economic ‘' absorptive capacity '’ of the 
country. Certain indices which are considered significant of its econom': 
life are, no doubt, carefully watched in estimating the demands of a 
healthily expanding country for workers. Tho building situation is of 
great importance. The sales of elestricity might be regarded as indica- 
tive of the pace of industrial development. The amount and nature of 
deposits in the banks are also important in judging the possibilities of 
maintaining the rate of investment. The trends of foreign trade and 
accessibility to the markets of the world for the products of the 
Palestinian economy must be closely scrutinised. 

It is a very complex matter to estimate “absorptive capacity ” 
and it requires a vast amount of accurate statistical material. It cal! 
for highly-trained experts who are in a position to keep in touch wit!) 
the day-to-day developments in the country and who are able to 
interpret the available data in the hght of their true significance. 
Above all, rt calls for imagination. 


Useless Infcrmation Services 

The information services of the Government are notoriously bad. 
Their monthly cost of living index is recognised as completely useless, 
even in otherl circles. It was of very little value when it was estab- 
lished in 1922, but still the farce is persisted in. For several years 
the published totals of construction in twenty leading centres were 
seriously inaccurate. The Government figures on the industrial and 
labour situation are largely second hand. The trade statistics are wus- 
leading and no serious attempt has been made to give a true picture 
of the balance of payments of the country. Inquiry at the Depart- 
ments of Customs Excise and Trade, of Immigration and at the 
Treasury fails to reveal any suggestion that the Government are aware 
of the amount of capital being imported into the country. 

On the other hand, the statistical research bureaux of the Jewish 
Agency, the Histadruth. and the American Economic Committee for 
Palestine are constantly in touch with the situation. The Agency 
periodically undertakes a census of industry, the last complete survey 
being carried out in 1933. Smaller studies are made bi-annually in 
preparation for the request for immigration certificates. The various 
experts on land, labour, industry, citriculture and agriculture keep 
the information up to date. The Histadruth, through its wide member- 
ship, is constantly aware of the situation in the labour market. Its 
statistical department has at hand the most recent information on 
wage rates, occupational distribution and the peculiarities of the 
Palestine labour problem. A special department is giving guidance to 
Arab workers; it is thus undertaking pioneer work in an important 
field which has been neglected both by the Arab leaders and the 
Government. The American Economic Committee keeps very com- 
plete records of the large number of capitalists who seek their advice 
on the possibilities of investment. This organisation supplies an 
unportant basis in economic planning and as such it is not only con-

Special Grant for Refugees Committee 

The Badget Commission of the Assembly of the League of 
Nations has agreed to raise the 5,500 Swiss francs required for the 
Expert Committee-for the Protection of Refugees, from the special 
fuud of the Council of the Laague of Nations. 

Tois will make possible the immediate nomination of the 
Expert Committee, whose task is to find ways of co-ordinating the 
work of protection of refugees. The Committee will be appointed 
and will start its work at the end of October or at the beginning of 
November.

Anti-Jewish Hooligans Arrested 
—---}-. 
The “ Solidarite Francaise at Work 


Members of the anti-Semitic Solidarite Francaise demonstrated 
last week in the Jewish quarter and attacked a Jew inacafe. The 
Jews offered resistance to the attack, and two of the rowdies were 
wounded and five were arrested. Two of them belong to the 
notorious Algerian “ mercenaries’ attached to the Solidarite. The 
press of the Left condemns severely the obvious attempt made by 
the organisation to exploit for its own ends the anti-Jewish feelings 
of. the Arabs, of whom there are several thousands in Paris. A 
subsequent attempt at a raid on the Jewish quarter was promptly 
checked by the police. 

The French League Against Anti-Semitism reports that it has 
lately received numerous complaints from Jews, especially old men, 
who have been molested in the streets by members of the Solidarite. 
Among the various Fascist organisations in France the Solidarite, 
though numerically insignificant, is the most violent-in character.

AN ANCIENT COMMUNITY 


~ 


Modern Links with Biblical History 


This article dealing with the ancient Community of Cochin, on 
the south-west coast of India, has been written for — The Jewish 
Chronicle” by Sardar K. M. Panikkar, Foreign Minister to HM. the 
Maharaja of Patiala, The author studied for some years at 
Oxford Universuy. 

In his Foreword to the Soncino Press edition of the Jabvlonian 
Talmud. Chief Rabbi Dr. Hertz has stated that Babylonia ~ was an 
autonomous Jewish centre for a longer period than any other land: 
namelv.from soon after 586 vears before the Christian era to the year 
hoao after the Christian era—-1626 years; from the days of Cyrus 
down to the age of the Mongol conquerors.” While undoubtedly 
the history of the Jewish Colony in.Babylonia is remarkably long, 
the history of the Jews in Cochin as an autonomous colony is con- 
siderably longer. From the point of view of strict history, the 
existence of the Jewish colony in Malabar can be traced back to tue 
first century c.f. Their own tradition. however, carries it back much 
earlier to the time of their release from servitude under Cyrus in 
the sixth century B.c.e. That this tradition cannot be wholly dis- 
counted is clear from various historical connections that have been 
traced between the West coast of India and Palestine. In Exodus 
there are allusions to cinnamon and cassia. and there are clear 
indications. that Solomon's navy of Tarshish with the-navy of 


In the quarter known as ** Jew Town,” Cochin, 


Iliram traded in “ gold, silver, ivory, apes and peacocks.” It is inter- 
esting to note that the Biblical name for peacock is the same 
as the Malayalam word, which means the “ bird of the tail.”’ 

Whatever the date of the arrival of the Jews on the Malabar 
coast be, there is no doubting the position of privilege and honour 
they enjoyed in the country, at least from the seventh century C.F. 
A copper-plate charter granted to them by King Bhaskra confers on 
them, as a community, with the approval of all the subordinate 
rulers of thé Malabar coast, the privileges and immunities enjoyed 
by semi-sovereign corporations. The head-man was raised to 
“ui position of equality with the local chieftains, with all rights 
appertaining to that rank, such as the granting of land revenues: 
the use of an umbrella, a litter or palanquin, and the conch shell 
which still figures in the blazons of Travancore and Cochin rulers; 
remission of tribute to the Supreme Government; the right of 
proclamation ; and many similar privileges. 

The community lived in prosperity and in absolute enjoyment 
of these privileges until the arrival of the Portuguese. Their 
historical Synagogue at Cranganore was burnt by the Portuguese, 
who brought into India the then current European ideas of religious 
persecution, and in 1565 the Jews had to leave their ancient settle- 
ment and were scattered in different places throughout the Indian 
states of Travancore and Cochin, A great many of them settled

down near the port of Cochin within the jurisdiction of the Raja of 
Cochin, but even these were not free from the molestations of the 
Portuguese. In 1661, the Portuguese plundered the Jewish town of 
almost all it contained, attempted to destroy the Synagogue, and 
carried off a Sefer Torah which was, however, subsequently 
recovered uninjured in 1668, Since then, the Jewish Community 
has lived completely free from all trouble, though they have never 
recovered the position of importance they enjoyed before the 
Portuguese persecutions. 


“White Jew” and “Black Jew” 


The Jews in Cochin are generally divided,into two classes, the 
Rlack Jews and the White. The Black Jews claim to be the earlier 
settlers, but it is thought by some that they are the descendants of 
low-caste slaves. who were set free and converted to Judaism, The 
White Jews assert, though the difference in colour is often small, 
that they are the only genuine settlers, and this antagonism

between the two sections is marked even to-day. Both are 
extremely orthodox. They observe the Sabbath and their religious 
feasts and fasts with great sirictness and regularity, and practise 
the rite of circumcision on the eighth day after birth, when the 
child is also named. They generally marry young, the usual age 
being twenty in the case of boys and fourteen in that of girls. 
Polygamy, though not prohibited, is seldom practised. Divorce is 
easy, and can be affected by making good the amount specified in 
the marriage deed. Their home language is Malayalam and only a 
few among them understand Hebrew, their liturgical language. 


According to a statement made recently by Mr. Shabbai 8S. 
Kober, the only representative of the Jewish community in the 
Cochin Legislative Assembly, local Jewry is now passing through a 
severe crisis, the last census showing it to be “ slowly but surely 
dying out.”

Nazi Jew-Hatred Spreading 

Despite Jewish protests, the Ministry of Education is this year 
continuing to maintain special classes for Jewish children in the 
schools. The system is even being extended to schools where no 
special Jewish classes existed last year. At the same time, the 
entry of Jewish pupils into a number of secondary schools is being 
rendered difficult. 

The Austrian Ski-ing Union has, at its last general meeting, 
nlopted a resolution introducing the “ Aryan” paragraph among its 
statutes. The new clause reads: “ The statutes of the affiliated 
societies must include the proviso that all members must be persons 
of ‘Aryan’ origin, and all members of the administration of the 
societies in Austria must belong to the Germanic nation.” The 
\ustrian Sports Front has not yet defined its attitude towards this 
resolution. 

An understanding has been reached between Ernst Deutsch, 
one of Austria’s most popular actors, and the Austrian Panta Film 
‘ompany, sued by Herr Deutsch for breach of contract to engage 
Lim to take part in the talking film “The White Wife of the 
Maharajah,” The Company feared that the fact that his grand. 
mother was Jewish would make it impossible for the film to be 
distributed in Germany. According to the understanding reached, 
the sum of 4,000 schillings demanded by Herr Deutsch is to be paid 
to him by the Company. 


The Austrian Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has 
been asked by the Government for its opinion on a new bill for the 
protection of animals against cruelty. The Society, in its official reply, 
states that cruelty to animals does not mean wilful maltreatment, but 
any maltreatment of animals, and demands that a special clause should 
he included in the bill making any form of the slaughtering of animals 
illegal, which does not involve stunning. The Society's demand amounts 
to a request that the Government should prohibit Shechita in Austria, 


LATVIA—The only remaining anti-Semitic paper in Latvia, the 
V OLKSWAFFEN, which has systematically preached a so-called ** scientific 
anti-Semitism, has been prohibited by the authorities. The VOLKSWAFFEN 


reprinted anti-Semitic articles from the Nazi press and other anti-Semitic 
sources, 


According to the latest census figures which have just been published, 
the number of Jews in Latvia has decreased from 94,388 in 1930 to 93,479 
in 1935, This decrease of 909 in the last five years is chiefly explained by 
emigration to Palestine,

For some time, Jewish trade representatives of German firms in 
Salonika and Athens have been finding their agencies systematically 
withdrawn and transferred to non-Jews. The Jewish ACTION-PRENSA 
attributes this to successive orders by the Nazi German Propaganda 
Ministry. 

The big German tobacco firm of Blucher recently began refusing 
to take on Jewish workers. The Tobacco Workers Union thereupon 
sent a delegation to protest to the Governor of Macedonia, who 
declared that no distinction among workers must be made and 
ordered that measures be taken to prevent discrimination by 
biucher’s in the future.

stantly in touch with the general industrial situation but ts intimately 
acquainted with the positions of a large number otf concerns. 

The colonial administrators, who fix the size ol the labour 
schedule, are largely forced to rely on mitormation which is given to 
them by the people who have actual dealings in the various branches 
of activity concerned. Nevertheless, they have had very little hesi- 
tation in severels pruning down the number of certificates requested. 
The most flagrant divergence between the estimate ol the Agency and 
that of the Government was at the end of 1933 when less than one 
Gith of the number sought was issued. The present shortage 1s 
eloquent testimony to the lack of official foresight. 

The fact is that the colonial administrators have not been too happy 
in many of their forecasts. The Treasury, for instance, is usually 
embarrassed with a considerably larger revenue than it reckons for. A 
Government is not in business to make profits and huge successive sur- 
pluses do more credit to its financial position than to its vision. 


The Root of the Problem 


Scarcty of Land and Labour 
DECLINING EXPORTS 


The possibilities of econonuc development of a country are linited 
by the Searcity of the factors of production, In Palestine the supply 
of labour and land are severely curtailed by governmental intervention. 
High rents and rising labour costs render unprofitable many thelds 


ot investipent that would cot wise lucrative. The 
possibilities rink thew arkets and marintaming those alread 
established Hare i by the necessity of concentrating the 
ductive torces of thie ¢ tin solution of its internal problenis. 
Thus the peculiarities of the present situation can largely be explained 
in terins of official poli Not only is a sufhiment supply of land and 
labour not availiable to meet the munediate needs of the economy, 
but the searcity rules out potential areas Of eXpansion that 
Palestine has been demed the means to cultivate. Despite the rapid 
industnahsation ot the country, the exports ol rnanutactured goods 
have dechned considerably during the last four vears. <A slight fall 


has even. been recorded tm the period ot greatest activity since 
1932. which has accompamed a small world revival im international 
track 

Many industries, that could provide a wide and profitable founda- 
tion for the econouuc hte ot the country at wage rates colnensurate 
with those prevailing in competitors’ territory, are forced to curtail 
Operations lint ot because there nre 
not enough workers to ira round. li the Adrumistration ts concerned 
with the narrow basis of the present prosperity, it should keep in mand 
the fact that land and labour are usually first attracted to the highest 
paid fields of employment. In Palestine these happen to be im the 
construction industry, which us most urgently m need of solution. 
How can the Government. pretend to be solving the “ absorptive 
capacity ~~ equation in order to diseover the mdependent quantity, 
labour schedule, when the latter ts a component of the former? 
Perhaps they are struggling with too many unknown factors as 
suggested above. 


Need for Leadership 


An appreciation of the absorptive capacits of the country 
involves more than a juggling with the meagre statistical data which 
the othcial arbiters might have at thei disposal. Only a person 
trained in the colnparative stucies of the economics of expansion fo 
the principal countries of the Western World can appreciate the unique 
qualities of strength that are germane to the present situation. Are 
the members of the Government so equipped or has their experience 
only been gained in the daily routine of colonial administration? 
Everywhere democracy ts suffering for the want of leaders of sufficient 
daring to grapple heroically with the problems of the present with a 
view to a better future. The situation in Palestine presents a challenge 
to men of broad vision who can fashion a long term policy that will 
abide by both the letter.and the spirit of the Mandate. It will be a 
great chance lost uf the forces of social idealism that Zionism has 
generated are dissipated by the obstructionist tactics of the 
Government,

Jewish Talent Creates New Tradition 


The Jerusalem Chamber Orchestra 


By JCLIAN L. MELTZER 


To produce and to interpret music of a high order has ever 
been an essential talent of the Jewish people. The Scriptures are 
replete in their references to the music of harp and lyre, the 
clash of cymbals, and to 
Deborah, the songstress ; and it is 
appropriate that, once again in ae 
the Land of Israel, the returning 
people are recapturing the musical 
spirit of those times. For though 
the Temple no longer exists to 
resound with the chants of the 
multitude—surely ‘the first com- 
munity singing known to mankind 
—the Jews are creating a new 
tradition and translating into 
concrete form a new impulse. fg 

Music is certainly in the air in 
Palestine. Ever sensitive to its 
charms, the Jewish population 
has supported its development in — : 


n variety of ways—in the estab- 
lishment of a Jerusalem Conser- | 
vatoire of Music and Dramatic 
Art, in enthusiastic patronage of 
international and loeal talent, in sympathetic support of institu- 
tions and concerts. symphony orchestras and choirs. 

The Jerusalem Chamber Orchestra is but one of the many 
manifestations of this urge to express the Jewish soul in the true 
musical manner. It has grown tremendously during the past vear 
and, with thirty-six members on whom to draw, is enabled to fulfil 
a major role in the cultural life of the capital. 

The members are partly professional and partly amateur— 
teachers and pupils at the Conservatoire or students of private 
tutors. The Orchestra gives about ten concerts a year, usually 
at Hebrew University functions or on memorial occasions. The 
bulk of its membership is voluntary, for the large proportion of 
amateurs require no pay for their services. . 

On two occasions this year, the Orchestra provided music-lovers 
of Jerusalem with the unique experience of concerts in full moon- 
light. Held in the great Open Air Theatre of the Hebrew University 
on Mount Scopus, with the magnificent panorama of lower Judea 
and Moab framed in silver through marble columns, these perform. 
ances were superb in the impression they made. On September 11th 
this year, a Mozart programme was rendered, with a remarkably 
vivid flute solo by Jacob Shumer, formerly of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra and now with the Jerusalem Conservatoire. It-was a 
never-to-be-forgotten occasion for over a thousand listeners who 
crowded the stone terraces of the hillside auditorium. 

The moulding force in the Jerusalem Chamber Orchestra has 
been harl Salomon, one of the leading teachers now living here. 
Essentially, his field is vocal music, and be holds the post in that 
subject in the University’s Extension Department for Music. The 
Department was founded by Dr. Magnes nearly two years ago with 
unusual foresight of the country’s needs. But Salomon has also 
made himself responsible for the Orchestra. 

He has been in Palestine for two-and-a-half years, having come 
from Germany. He was conductor in Hamburg and Berlin, and 
later was appointed Municipal Conductor at Baden-Baden, where he 
was doing useful work when compelled to leave the post under 
Nazi persecution. In the short period of his residence in Palestine, 
he has created a world of music which,-though it existed inchoately 
before, had not manifested its real mission. 

Salomon is asincere enthusiast. He forsees great potentialities 
for his chosen cultural sphere in the Land of Israel, and in his own 
way he is introducing an appreciation of the art among many 
Jewish schoolchildren in Jerusalem. : 

As is the usual case with semi-voluntary organisations in 
Palestine, the Jerusalem Chamber Orchestra is encountering diffi- 
culties of existence. It has insufficient funds to guarantee the hire 
of halls for winter concerts. The summer problem does not exist, 
of course, because of the free use of the open-air theatre on Mount 
Scopus, where concerts are given for the benefit of the Students’ 
Hostel. Nor has the Orchestra any means to purchase musical 
scores, or to plan ambitious programmes and to acquire new equip- 
ment. 

Solomon is looking for a Jewish composition peculiar to the 
tempo and spirit of these times in Eretz-Yisrael. _ He is confident 
that it will emerge in this generation. For there is music in the 
air of the land, as there ever has been, andthe genius needed for 
its translation into the ordered tones of melody is dormant among 
the Jewish youth being trained to the new tradition,

The problem of supplying Jerusalem with sufficient water is 
one which up to now has never been solved. 
of November, however, the new pipe-line laid from the Yarkon 
Springs near Ras-el-Ain, north-east of Tel-Aviv, will be able to 

ipply a maximum of three million gallons daily to 
residents, 

‘The demand at first is expected to be abouta million gallons 
laily. The present consumption is less than three-quarters of a 
million and the pipe-line could supply two-and-a-quarter million 
gallons with two of the three pumps in each station working 
( ontinuously, each pumping 800 gallons a minute. if the demand, 
in a few years, exceeds this amount there is room at each station 
for the installation of a fourth set of Diesel engines and pumps. 

It is hoped that the profits of the first two months will meet the 
Municipality's expenses in scrapping the present pipe lines. The 
price of water, which at present is roughly Is. 7id. per cubic metre, 
will be reduced by half by January 1936.

Only Jew in Ballet Woizechovsky 
MR. SAPIRO’S PROMISING CAREER 

The one and only Jew in the Russian Ballet de Woizechovsky is Mr. 
Simon Sapiro. In the course of an interview, Mr, Sapiro toll a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative that he is used to being the only Jew ina 
ballet company. For six years he has been dancing as the premier 
character dancer in the Latvian States Opera, and left Riga two years 
ago when called away by Professor Max Reinhardt to visit Paris. There 
he danced in “Die Fledermaus,” and later toured Italy with the ballet 
troupe of Epstein.

After a Festival Service, 
at which ‘she has been devoutly punctual, a woman may carry away 
with her an actual insignia of her piety. Are the authorities at Finchley 
anxious by these means to check the response of their womanhood to the 
spiritual opportunities they are providing? If so, I again submit that the 
arrangement should in all fairness not be exclusively operated against 
the female sex.

Only Jew in Ballet Woizechovsky 


MR. SAPIRO'S PROMISING CAREER 

The one and only Jew in the Russian Ballet de Woizechovsky is Mr. 
Simon Sapiro. In the course of an interview, Mr, Sapiro told a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative that he is used to being the only Jew in & 
ballet company. For six years he has been dancing as the premier 
character dancer in the Latvian States Opera, and left Riga two years 
ago when called away, by Professor Max Reinhardt to visit Paris, There 
he danced in “Die“ledermaus,” and later toured Italy with the ballet 
troupe of Epstein. 

Mr. Sapiro joined the Woizechovsky Ballet only a few hours before 
their actual departure from Paris. That is why his name does not appear 
on the posters. Up to almost the last moment he was not sure that he 
would be able to join this troupe, as he was to appear in Reinhardt’s 
“Pledermaus” in London. This production has, however, for the time 
being been postponed, 

It is possible that after this winter’s work with the Woizechovsky 
Ballet Mr. Sapiro will go to America, where Professor Reinhardt is 
planning a production of the Bible on the stage. In that case the main 
dancing réles would be handed over to Mr, Sapiro.

repertoire of Mr. Sapiro, the Dance of a Jew in ‘* Divertisement”’ is 
earning outstanding success. It is Mr. Sapiro’s own creation and has been 
chosen by Mr. Woizechovsky as one of his best dances.

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Blackshirts’ Assault on Jew 


Alleged Use of Iron Par 


ACCUSED BOUND OVER 


Stated to be a member of the Fascist Party, Arthur Dudley Shorey, 
19, a woodworker, of 3. Ickburgh Road, Clapton, appeared on remand 
at the North London Police Court on Thursday of last week, charged 
with unlawfully and maliciously inflicting grievous bodily harm on 
Harry Warshawsky, 32, a dealer, of 10, Elm Park Avenue. South 
Tottenham, at Egerton Road, Stamford Hill, by striking him on the 
head with a piece of iron piping. 

The Magistrate was Mr. Clyde Wilson 

Mr. Graham Brooke appeared for the Prosecutor and Shorey was 
defended by Captain Lewis. 

At 10.30 p.m. on Tuesday of last week, said Mr. Graham Brooke, 
Warshawsky. who is a Jew and carned on his business in Bermondsey, 
was returning to his home in Stamford Hill and on the way called at a 
coffee bar at the junction of Stamford Hill and Egerton Road for a cup 
of tea. Whilst having his tea he heard a disturbance, turned round, and 
saw six men, some of whom were wearing black shirts and one or two, 
Fascist badges. One of these men said: ‘* Here ts the —,"" and 
struck him (Warshawsky) in thé left eve with his fist. At that, all the 
six set on him and kicked him, as a result of which he fell on to the 
floor He managed to get up and push his way out on to the pavement 
where he fell down again. While lying on the pavement some of these 
men, one of whom would be identified as the prisoner, kicked him 
several tumes. The Prosecutor then managed to struggle to his feet and 
was then confronted by the pnsoner who said: “‘You dirty Jew.”” Shorey 
had some weapon in his hand with which he struck hin on the head 
Pnsoner then walked away. Prosecutor got to his teet and followed 
hun. and when they had got some little distance away they were met 
by a policeman, and the prisoner was given in charge. 

Warshawsky, who was heavily bandaged, corroborated his Counsel's 
opening statement. He identified the pmsoner as one of the men and 
said that he had never seen hum betore. 

Replving to Mr. Graham Brooke, Prosecutor said that the man who 
sail: ** There is the and struck hun a blow in the eve was not 
the prisoner. The rest who came into the shop pounced upon him and 
beat hun. The prisoner was one of them. He fell on to the floor, where 
he was kicked He was dazed after the first blow. He managed to get 
up, but was still in a dazed condition. While he was on the kerb the 
men came out and kicked him. When he managed to get on to his feet 
he was confronted by the prisoner, who held a metal piping. He said: 
* You dirty Jew,”” and struck him on the head with it several times. He 
ranaged to get on his feet again and closed with him. He was bleeding 
fron the head and called for help. At that moment he noticed the crowd 
begin to disperse. He shouted for help. Prisoner made off in the direction 
of Stamford Hill. He followed him and when he told him that he was 
going to have hun arrested, he said: ‘‘You have got no evidence.”’ He 
met P.C. Clarke and gave the prisoner into custody. Warshawsky said he 
was taken to the Prnce of Wales Hospital, Tottenham, where he had 
some stitches put into his head. He was detained until the next day. 
He had since been attended by his private doctor. 

In cross-examination by Captair Lewis, Prosecutor said he had been 
once before to this café; he had made up his mind to go in when he 
passed. (Prosecutor had also stated that he wanted to buy a packet 
of cigarettes). The first man who struck him wore a badge. Warshawsky 
said he staggered on to his feet and pushed his way out of the café. He 
did not. strike anyone when he got into the street. ‘‘ 1 tried to push 
myself clear,’’ he said. While on the ground he was kicked by several 
people. He remembered Shorey striking him with the instrument several 
times. 

Replying to further questions by Captain Lewis, Prosecutor said he 
had attended about two Fascist meetings in the last three months. He 
had never been removed by the Police; nor had he ever been spoken 
to by the Police. 

Captain Lewis told plaintiff that Shorey’s case was that he 
(Warshawsky) was in the café and that Shorey and one other man came 
in; that they went out and that he followed them and that he struck 
the other man—not the accused—in the face. 

** That is perfectly untrue,”’ replied Warshawsky. 
* That you then went over to the accused and struck him in the 
face.”’ 

** That is untrue,”’ again replied the Plaintiff. 

Captain Lewis: ‘‘That the accused had at no time had any weapon 
in his hand, and that, having been struck, there was then a fight between 
you and the accused; that this fight lasted for, perhaps, a minute or so, 
and that it travelled for some little distance, and that then the accused 
struck you—that your head must have come in contact with the fence 
near the café.”’ 

Warshawsky emphatically denied that this was so. 


Kicking a Man on the Ground 

Samuel Burton Buckwall, 33, Music Teacher, of 45, Ferndale Road. 
Stamford Hill, gave evidence of seeing a scuffle, and Warshawsky being 
kicked on the pavement. He saw at least five men kicking him, two or 
three of whom were wearing black shirts. Witness identified Shorey as 
one of the men who kicked Warshawsky while he was on the ground. 
When Warshawsky got on his feet he tried to ward them off. Some went 
away and two remained behind. One of them, the prisoner, struck 
Plaintiff on his head several times with some instrument. 

Cross-examined by Captain Lewis, witness said he wasn’t certain 
whether it was an iron bar. But it was some instrument. He was quite 
sure there were no friends of Warshawsky’s there. 

Albert Mammon, 23, fruiterer, of 20, Castlewood Road. Clapton 
Common, said he saw plaintiff lying on the ground. Some men ran out 
from the café and kicked him. He saw the prisoner with the gas tubing 
in wr: hand, with which he struck Warshawsky three or four times.

Fascists Provoking the Public 


Virulent Slander Abuse 


NATIONAL COUNCLL FOR CIVIL LIBERTIES’ REPORT 


A report has been issued by the National Council for Civi! 
Liberties on a meeting held by blackshirts at Edgware recently. 
Four observers were sent by the Council to attend this meeting, 
among them the Secretary of the organisation, Mr. Ronald Kidd. 


In the course of the report it states that the crowd at this mecting 
was markedly anti-Fascist, but was good-humoured throughout. The 
interruptions and questions were mostly intelligent and reasoned 
criticism, and during the entire mecting such interruptions were 
emphatically in the nature of legitimate heckling. There was no 
disorderly conduct nor any threat of violence. Extreme provocation was 
offered to the crowd, particularly by the first speaker, who taunted the 
crowd with being imported from Camden Town, althongh a local resident 
whooften attends open-air meetingsin this district declares that he recog 
nised the hecklers as local people. The first speaker spoke repeatedly of 
“Jews, Communists and other scum,” and followed this up with 
‘You'll squeal when the day of reckoning comes. . .,.. I am 
a disciple of Julius Streicher. . . . Yes, you'll have reason to 
squeal.” The references to a “dayof reckoning” and to Streicher 
were twice repeated at intervals, but the words “scum” and “Jewish 
scum” were hurled at the crowd on five occasions. These epithets 
naturally provoked noisy protests. The speeches were provocatively 
anti-democratic and anti-Semitic. There were several repetitions of 
the hackeyed phrase “‘the sweepings of the ghetto,” and the first 
speaker reeled off a string of well-known Jewish surnames, concluding wit! 
Morgan and Lord Melchett, whom he called * hook-nosed, yellow-skinned 
dirty Jewish swine.” The tone throughout was offensive and insulting, 
and would have justified police interference with the speaker, but the 
police took no action except against two or three of the hecklers whom 
they threw ont of the crowd, although these hecklers were doing and 
saying nothing more than is customary from hecklers at political meetings 
where feeling runs high. 

Upon enquiry the police agreed that the crowd had been orderly and 
that the interruptions were no more than the normal heckling, but added 
that they could not allow it to go too far—which would have been a very 
reasonable and proper attitude but for two considerations (a) that the 
crowd were sympathetic to the hecklers and there was not the smallest 
indication of any impending disturbance, and (b) that it was the speaker 
with whom—if with anyone—the police should have interfered, on tho 
ground that his offensive abuse of his political opponents and of living 
public men constituted insulting language by which a breach of the peace 
might have been occasioned. 

The Council state that they will be glad to receive, in strict 
confidence, authenticated reports of provocative behaviour and 
utterances by public speakers and of any special attempt to whip up 
anti-Semitic feeling and to interfere with the civil rights of citizens 
of any race or creed.

Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Remembrance Service 
PRELIMINARY ARRANGEMENTS 


The Jewish ex-Servicemen'’s Natronal Remembrance Service for all 
ranks will be held on the Horse Guards’ Parade Ground, Whitehall, 
London, on Sunday, November 10th, at 2.30 p.m Field-Marshal Sir 
Archibald A. Montgomery-Massingberd, G.C.B., K.C.M.G,, Chef of the 
Impenal General Staff, will inspect the Parade, and will be the Guest of 
Honour at the Re-Union Tea, later in the afternoon, at the Roval Albert 
Hall, Kensington. The Religious Service on the Parade Ground will be 
conducted by the Chief Rabbi and Dayan M. Gollop, Senor Jewish 
Chaplain to H.M. Forces. 

There will be a march to the Cenotaph, where Mr. L. Keysor, V.C., 
and Mr. Jack White, V.C., will lay a wreath in memory of the British 
Jews who fell in the War. 

The Committee emphasises the fact that the Service on the Parade 
Ground is the most mmportant function of the afternoon, and that ex- 
Servicemen should not fail to attend it. Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Levey, 
D.S.0., will be in charge, and none but genuine ex-Servicemen and 
ex-Servicewomen of all ranks is eligible to parade. Ordinary civilian 
dress with Service medals and decorations should be worn. 

The Religious Service will be held immediately after the return from 
the Cenotaph and will be broadcast by the B.B.C. ‘* Kaddish *’ will be 
recited by Dayan M. Gollop, and the ** Last Post will be sounded by 
buglers of the Brigade of Guards. ** Adon Olam ’’ has been included tn 
the Service, and will be accompanied by the Band of His Majesty's Scots 
Guards, which will be on parade by kind permission of Colonel E. W. 3. 
Balfour. 

It was gratifving to note the larger attendance of ex-Officers last year, 
but it is still possible for greater numbers to parade. Jewish ex-Officers 
should make it a point of honour to be present, as it greatly encourages 
ex-Servicemen to attend. 

The Provinces will again. be strongly represented. Belfast, Birming- 
ham, Bradford, Bristol, Cardiff (including South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire), Derby, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Hull, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Middlesbrough, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Nottingham, Shefheld, Sunderland, 
Westcliff, etc., will all have big contingents on parade.

The Re-Union Tea will again be held at the Royal Albert Hall at 

5 p.m., and Major J. B. Brunel Cohen, J.P., will preside. The accom- 
modation of the Hall is approximately 3,000.

Germany's Ghetto Laws 


INTERNATIONAL PROTESTS 


The Council of the International Union of League of Nations 
Societies has considered a proposal of the Dutch Society to put on 
the agenda of the next annual conference of the Union, which is to 
be held in Glasgow on May 31st, 1936, the question of the anti- 
Jewish laws passed by the Reichstag. The Council decided to 
request the Dutch Society to submit to the International Union a 
detailed memorandum. It further decided to request the Politico- 
Juridical Commission of the Union to consider the question, in 
order to enable the affiliated national societies to take up a definite 
attitude towards it. 

The Executive of the Women’s International League for Peace and 
Freedom, which includes representatives of ten countries, at its conference 
in Geneva, adopted a special resolution, which was forwarded to Hitler. 
The resolution reads: “ The Women’s International League for Peace and 
Freedom draws the attention of the German Chancellor, Adolf Hitler, to 
the increasing sense of horror and condemnation among civilised nations 
at the treatment of the Jewish race in Germany, for which he is 
responsible. Not only are they deprived of citizenship, but in some 
places, especially in smaller towns and villages, means of existence are 
being denied to Jewish men, women and children who, in consequence, 
are actually starving.’ Such inhuman treatment, disregarding human 
rights, definitely lowers Germany in the eyes of the civilised world.” 

Resolutions of protest have been passed by the Belgian, Bulgarian, Czecho 
slovakian, Egyptian, French and Swiss sections of the International League 
against Anti-Semitism, by the Harand Movement for Religious Toleration of 
Vienna, the Rumabian League Against Prejudice ; and similar action has been 
taken by the following Jewish organisations: Austria (Board of the Jewish 
Community), BELGIUM (mass meeting in Brassels), CZECHOSLOVAKIA, (Board of 
the Jewish Communities of Bohemia, Moravia and Silesia), FRANCE (Federation 
of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, Jewish League for Combating Anti-Semitism, 
Central Committee of the Federation of Jewish Immigrant Societies}, JUG0O- 
SLAVIA (Chief Rabbinate and Federation of Jewish Communities), POLAND 
(Representative Conference in Warsaw, Jewish Communal! Executives of 
Warsaw and Cracow, Western Galician Zionist Federation), SWEDEN (Jewish 
Commuvities of Stockholm, Goeteborg and Malmo). Most of these organisations 
forwarded these resolutions to Dr. Benes, President of the League of Nations.

At a meeting of the Hisachduth Harabonim of London, the. following 
resolution was unanimously carried; “ That the Hisachduth Harabonim of 
London unanimously pledge themselves to support the boycott of German 
goods and services, this being the only economic weapon available for combating 
the barbaric regime in Germany, which aims at the destraction of the Jewish 
people, and is opposed to all the fandamental principles of civilisation; and 
thateach member of the Hisachduath Harabonim undertakes in the course of 
his sermons during the forthcoming High lestivals to appeai to his congrega- 
tion not to violate the principles of the bovcott.”’ 

The Rabbis unanimousiy expresse! their profound astonishment at the 
“transfer agreement’’ made with the German Goverpment, which was, they 
said, diametrically opposed to the feelings of the whole of the Jewish world.

Sin,--I have read with interest the paragraph in your issue of 
September 20th, regarding the B.B.C. broadcasts of extracts from the 
STUERMER, that revolting organ of the megalomaniac Streicher. The 
broadcasts were, of course, as explained, ironical, and were given by the 
B.B.C, with the object of holding Streicherism up to the ridicule and 
contempt it deserves. But the effect in many cases is just the reverse ; 
and for this reason : 

The strength of propaganda lies in publication. The average reader 
or listener-in is not so keenly analytical as to dissect in his mind the 
subject matter of the fare that is placed before him. That is why 
propaganda, no matter how ridiculous its substance or fundamentally 
unworthy its object, gains adherents by reason of their uncritical 
absorption. And that is why the occasional broadcasts of these extracts 
create a natural apprehension in the minds of thinking people. The 
intention of the broadcast is not doubted; but the danger is that 
Mr. John Citizen, comfortably reclining in his armchair, resting 
from the workaday world and disinclined to exercise his analytical 
faculties, misses the point of the irony and absorbs only the poison in the 
atmosphere. 

Thus, the B.B.C. all unwittingly becomes the agent for the dissemina- 
tion of the foul emanations of Streicher’s unba'anced mind, to the pollution 
of the healthy, mental outlook which exists in Britain. The sound alterna- 
tive is to keep Britain's clean “ Air’’ completely free from such insane 
fulminations,

“MUSEUM JEWS” 
“Museum Jews” is the caption of one of Nahum’ Sokolow’s 
iaracteristic weekly articles which appears in the Jewish Press. In 
it he deals with the tendency in Western Judaism to treat Jewish 
‘Objects, institutions and personalities from a si mewhat archaeological 
angle, 


Jewish institutions and personalities, he declares, are examined, albeit 
re pectfully, as subjects of the remote past, reconst ructed and mummified 
‘or exhibiting purposes. He develops this contention in the light of the 
Reform Movement, attributing the failure of Reform Judaism to its lack 
o! organic continuity, and its attempt to regard Judaism as a rantied 
abstraction, divorced from the life of the mass of the Jewish people; 
omething decorative, ‘aesthetic, suitable for a museum. The mass of 
Jewry, he points out, regards Jewishness as an integral part of Jewish 
‘ife; it is not interested, as is the case with Museum Jews, only in certain 
passages of Isaiah, as philologists are interested in certain texts of Homer. 
These reflections are made by Mr. Sokolow in connection with the recent 
‘clebrations of the 800th anniversary of Maimonides by different Jewish 
“ommunities. The celebration, it was hoped, might be expressed in some 
such practical form as the creation of a fund for the purpose of publishing 
popular editions of the collected works of Maimonides and of critical text 
hooks on his works. But Museum Judaism pursues its usual course : 
Synagogue services, meetings and speeches in different languages, and 
there the matter rests. Beyond some publicity obtained by certain 
people who were not entitled to speak on Rambam and his works, nothing 
has been done to further the teachings and ideas of Maimonides. The 
celebration, it would appear, was something in the nature of a display, 
4 show to the world and sundry what a great personality the Jews 
have produced ! In conclusion, the writer warns the mass of Jewry not 
to follow the example of Museum Jews, who regard such figures as 
Maimonides as symbols, but to continue as hitherto to study and identify 
themselves with his monumental works, to introduce his books in all the 
Hebrew schools and colleges, to inculcate his teaching of moderation, 
tolerance, peace, thirst for truth and other ethical qualities, thereby 
Making Maimonides a source of inspiration in daily Jewish life.

Pastoral Visit of the Chief Rabbi 


A PLEA FOR UNITY 
(From Our Correspondent) 


The Chief Rabbi spent the two days of Rosh Hashanah on a vi 
to the Leeds Community, and delivered several addresses at many © 
the Synagogues. Speaking at the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel, Dr. Hert 
emphasised the necessity of a greater feeling of attachment betwee 
their Synagogue and the other Congregations. Their Swnagogue, ly 
said, possessed most honourable traditions, and whilst maimtaiming tl 
dignity and inportance of their Congregation, they should at tl» 
saine time feel that they are an integral part of the whole loca 
Jewish Community. 

On Sabbath morning, at the Belgrave Street Synagogue, the Clic: 
Rabbi said that, as often before in history, the Jewish people found 
themselves to-day in certain parts of the world confronted wit! 
organised hatred and organised slaughter, but they had no mght t. 
despair. They had outlived all persecutions. Speaking of the deplo: 
able plight of the Jews of Poland, he said they were on the fringe ©' 
famine. Whilst a splendid response had been made by English Jewr 
to the appeal of their distressed co-religionists in Germany, it was 
less encumbent upon them to help the Polish Jew, and he appealed t« 
the Leeds Community for their assistance in that emergency. 

Dr. Hertz occupied the pulpit at the Francis Street Synagog: 
on Sabbath afternoon, and made a powerful plea for communal unitic:- 
tion. He hoped that that Congregation would co-operate whole 
heartedly with the religious and educational work done by the other 
Congregations. 

On Sunday morning, the Chief Rabbi occupied the pulpit at the 
New Synagogue, Chapeltown, where hundreds failed to gain admission. 
Dr. Hertz said that misdeeds on the part of a small number of Jews 
could create havoc with the reputation of Jewry throughout the world. 
He also emphasised the necessity for them to have regard to the 
upkeep of a high standard of commercial morality, He trusted tha‘ 
they would conduct themselves personally with more dignity, anc 
avoid ostentation, which was most unbecoming to the Jewish people. 
particularly in these days of storm and stress. He concluded by 
paying a tribute to the strenuous labours of the leaders of the United 
Hebrew Congregation in their effort to achieve more communal! 
cohesion and solidarity. 

The Chef Rabbi visited the Louis Street Synagogue in the after- 
noon and delivered an address, in which he stressed the importance 
of setting time aside for the study of their sacred writings. That, 
he said, was one of the great ways of maintaining and conserving the 
genius of the Jewish people. 

After the termination of the Festival, a reception was given in 
honour of the Chief Rabbi at the Victory Hotel, which was attended 
by close upon 500 guests. Mr. D. I. Sandelson, who presided, said that 
it was probably the first occasion in the 250 years which had elapsed 
since the re-admission of the Jews to England, that a Chief Rabbi 
had left his duties in London in order to visit a provincial Community 
on Rosh Hashanah. That not only showed that Leeds Jewry loomed 
large in the estimation of the Chief Rabbi, but it was also a sign and a 
proof of his desire to give the benefits of his spiritual ministration and 
advice to all the Communities which were under his ecclesiastical 
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diction. The main object of Dr. Hertz’s visit was to o 

petus to the strenuous efforts which were being by 

ot the United Hebrew Congregation for communal unification and 
lidation.

Christian Mission to the Jews 


“DISTASTEFUL AND OFFENSIVE” 

In re-opening the Palestine Exhibition at St. George's Hall, which 
was organised as an effort to assist the Church Missions to the Jews, 
the Bishop of Manchester (Dr. Guy Warman) said he hoped the work 
of Christian missions among the Jews was being made a little easier 
by the sympathy which Christian people were showing for them in the 
difficulties and trials they were suffering mm more than one country. 
“It has always been their habit to suffer,” he said, “and it ts in these 
days especially perhaps their habit to suffer, and Christian sympathy 
has, to my knowledge, helped them to a very much greater respect 
and affection for the Christian Church.” It was increasingly difficult 
to bring Christianity to the Jews, not because as a race they were 
more bitter about that religion than hitherto, but because they were 
emphasising their national characteristics to-day ; and their nationality 
and religion were bound together more, perhaps, than in the case of 
any othe people, 

The Rev. 8. Frampton, in the course of his sermon .on Saturday 
at Holyoake Hall, strongly criticised the Mission. He said that 
wherever their people were assembled for Divine worship that day 
there went forth the fervent prayer that the coming year might witness 
a lightening of the burden that was crushing the souls and lives of 
their mahgned and persecuted brethren in Germany. Let them hope 
that the Governments of civilised countnes, brushing aside diplomatic 
lumtations, would exert such pressure on the responsible rulers that 
the common nmghts of humanity and citizenship would be restored 
to their tortured brethren, and a blot removed not merely from the 
civilisation of the age, but also from the religion which the people of 
the civilised countries of Europe in the main professed. Such a pro- 
cedure would enhance their respect for the dominant faith far more 
than, for cxample, the uusdirected zeal and misnamed love of: the 
Missions to the Jews, of which they had had last week another—to 
them—distasteful, even offensive, exhibition in their city. It was, 
indeed, lamentable that vast sums of money should be so vainly 
expended, and by undesirable methods that tended only to undermine 
character among the poor of their people. Those big amounts so use- 
lessly wasted could be put to a juster and better purpose if applied 
to the work of raising the submerged of the general population to 
the level of the religion and morality already reached in the daily lives 
of those poor Jews against whom such proselytising efforts were 
mainly, if not entirely, directed.

Sin,—Were it not a sad refiex of the unwillingness of aun eve!

Is there 
nothing more serious for Jews even in gay London to talk about thes 
days? Does the Jewish problem consist in snatching back a portion 
of meat~never health-giving at the best of times—after Rabbis 
who are specialists in their subject, have declared it to be forbidder 
for Jewish consumption? In these days of dieting and slimmin,, 
one would have expected to find this measure of the London Beth Dir 
exceedingly popular. The same women who are prepared to starve then: 
selves at the dictates of the fashion specialist are now the first to clamou™ 
that this pronouncement of men, who have no other aim in view but |» 
uphold Kashrut, will send them flying post-haste to non-Jewish butch: « 
shops. Is the stomach more important than the soul? Is not th 
miraculous survival of our people in the teeth of a diabolical persecution, 
whose flames still burn to-day, largely due just to this self-control whic! 
Jews have always exercised in food ? Have we not taught the wholv 
world that *‘ man doth not live by bread alone ’’? 

Perhaps London would do well to look to Manchester for guidanc’ 
in this instance. After all, a community numbering 40,000 Jewish souls 
deserves some attention. Wedo not permit our butchers to sell hind 
quarter meat, and the public, by no means starved ofthe good things o! 
life, have never raised even a finger in protest. Not because the Provincia! 
Jew believes in sacerdotalism and in the undisputed authority of bis 
religious leader. A Rabbi cannot have all hisown way, evenin Manchester. 
But the fact is that provincial Jews seem to be more unflagging in their 
religious devotion these days than their Metropolitan brethren with the: 
mushroom-like new Synagogues, which in many cases serve as a salve for 
the lack of Jewish home and social life. Besides, what is the use of havin: 
a Beth Din, when its pronouncement on a highly technical Jewish law | 
questioned by the uninstructed Am-Haaretz? Ridiculous also is the pic@ 
that since this “ precious” meat has been sold hitherto, its sale should 
remain unrestricted. Carried to its logical conclusion, wars should still be 
indulged in, since they have prevailed since the beginnings of time, when 
Cain slew his brother Abel. 

During these days of penitence, of introspection and sincere resolves 
to lead a more Jewish life; above all, at a time when the Jewish position 
is fraught with such uncertainty almost the world over, I would appeal 
to those disgruntled souls to drop the meat and bone from their mouths 
and concentrate instead in consolidating their Jewish lives here, and in 
helping to the very best of their ability their suffering brethren in 
Germany and starving co-religionists in Poland.

Peter Witt (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLI representa 
tive) was born in Berlin, but now 
is resident in London. At the 
age of cleven, he started to take an 
interest in the came, and learned its 
first rudiments from his father, who 
was a creat enthusiast and one of the 
oldest members of the leading Red 
and White Lawn ‘Tennis Club, in 
Berlin. At fifteen. Witt won his first 
tournament in Magdeburg; and later 
was coached for the German Lawn 
Te nnis Association Nuesslein. one 
of the present world. professional 
champions, and also by Najuch, 
fourteen times German Professional 


Lawn ‘Tenvis Champion. Witt 
profited greatly from this instruc- 
tion. He soon afterwards won 


the International Junior Champion- 
ship of Germany, Austria and Den- 
mark, and was considered onc of the 
best continental Juniors. 

For three years Witt was Berlin's 
No. 1 junior player, and repre-

sented Germany on several occasions in their matches against teauis in 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark and in other European countries, He 
also played in several senior championships. Witt has had the honour 
of playing against, and with, some of the greatest exponents of the game, 
in singles and doubles. They include Tilden, Cochet, Borotra, Austin, 
Von Cramm, Oliff, Wilde, Kingsley, Boussus, Miki, Rogers, Prenn. 
Stedman, Morpurgo, Hecht. 

In 1930, Witt paid his first visit to England and competed in the South 
of England Championships. He was defeated in the fourth round by Mr. 
Horne, the Cambridge University Captain, who is now the Captain of the 
English Whyteman Cup Team. Witt then returned to Germany ; but in 
1933, he definitely decided to settle in England. He has since played in 
first-class tournaments all over the country. He reached the semi-finals 
and finals in several county championships, and in the coming auturhn. 
he will compete in tournaments at Roehampton and at the Cumberland 
and Queen's Clubs. During the summer Witt was invited to play in the 
North of England Championships at Scarborough, and his game with the 
New Zealander, Stedman (the ultimate winner), was considered by the 
critics to be one of the best matches in the championships. Witt is 
easily the best player in the British Maccabi team. He accompanied the 
team on its tour to Prague in 1933 and, with Prenn, did extremely well. 
At the Second Maccabiah held early this year in Eretz Yisrael, Witt was 
No 1 player of the British Maccabi Tennis team. He is a member of the 
Chiswick Park Lawn Tennis Club (by far the strongest club in England, 
and which has among its members Perry, the world champion, Wilde 
and Hare), the Dulwich Covered Courts Club and the Kaling Common 
Club. Witt has also played in New York in exhibition matches, and at 
the famous Westchester County Club. 

Asked by our representative to give his opinion about Jews as tennis 
players, Witt replied : *‘ I have never found very good lawn tennis players 
among Jews, except the few who are known internationally. Up to the 
present they have not hal the facilities for playing the game. Jews in 
the past were hardly ever admitted to clubs in Germany. I think that 
now that Jews in other countries have taken up the game in greater 
numbers, their talent is being recognised. Such outstanding stars as 
Prenn and Hecht, who are known as Jews, have done a lot to defeat 
prejucdices that have existed against our people.” 

Altogether, Witt has won more than fifty cups and medals for lawn 


tennis, andl numerous other prizes. He is an adept at skiing and has also 
played football.

Theatre 
Full-Blooded Restoration Comedy 


Breadth Without Blushes at the Ambassadors 


If anvone wants to enjoy good, hearty, honest-to-goodness Restora- 
tion comedy, IT can strongly recommend to him a visit to the 
Ambassadors theatre, where they can see Otway’s glonously-funny 
“The Soldier's Fortune,” vigorously played and tastefully produced. 


Otway lived at a period which was excellently represented by the 
merry monarch Charles Il, whose gay influence on the theatre lasted 
bhevond his lifetime. In this present piece we have one of the best 
examples of outspokenness, of that kind of hearty breadth which never 
brings the blush that similar allusions in the nasty spirit of the furtively 
suggestive invariably provoke. The story of the soldier adventurer who, 
he means of the most ludicrous intrigue, manages to trick a husband into 
assisting in his own betrayal by his wife, is so robust and naturally lively 
that even a certain sympathy for the husband and disapproval of the 
ethics of his good lady cannot interfere with the enjoyment of the events. 
Otwav’s dramatic skill was considerable. Indeed, Dr. Johnson, the most 
<evere rebuker of lax morals between the sexes, frankly desenbed Otway 
as “one of the first names im the English drama,’’ adding that he was 


‘‘s man not attentive to decency not zealous for virtue, but... . who 
eonceived forcibly and drew onginally by consulting nature im his own 
breast.’ And that nature was so fiercely aflame with joie de vivre that 


it burnt itself.out by the time he was thirty-four. The same learned 
critic did not hesitate to say that Otway shared some of the excellenmes 
of Shakespeare and Jonson—high praise and well deserved 

At the Ambassadors there is an excellent cast, including Baliol Hoilo- 
wav. Athene Sevler. Huntley Whrght and Roy Byford, all doing 
exceptionally well and soundly infected with the sprmt of that madeap 
period. It 1s such a refreshing show, despite its ‘‘naughtiness,’’ that it 
ought to occupy the theatre for a goodly run There is something so 
unusual in witnessing a merry comedy on the London stage where the 
wit and the points spring out without apparent effort, and the situations 
follow with prodigal swiftness. And how these Restoration playwnghts 
knew the quality of words! Otwavy's technique has the sureness of one 
who knew the stage from both sides, hence his use of the conventions 
ic as smooth and unobtrusive as its always the case with skilled artists. 
He has also the knack of knowing exactly how deep to draw 
comedy characters, and most of these in this play are amazingly sure 
in their surroundings, except for an awkward twist im that of the husband, 
really beautifully plaved by Huntley Wnght, where he suddenly reveals 
n wicked splash of cruelty in a hitherto rather dear, 1f uxonously fond, 
oid man 


Shakespeare at Hammersmith 


ARTHUR PHILLIPS’ OLD FASHIONED SHYLOCK 


Mr. Arthur Phillips reverts to the practice of the old days of 
actor managers in his new enterprise at the Lyric Theatre, Hammer. 
smith, which he has taken over as Lessee and Manager, and in the 
the first production of which, “The Merchant of Venice,” he is 
taking the leading role. 

The production has nothing about it of the newer theatrical progress : 
we have frequent curtains, and the old representational type of scenery ; 
and Mr. Phillips presents us with a Shylock. of the old unvarnished 
villainous type, rabbing his hands with iniquitous glee, glorying in 
malignity for its own sake, and in fact behaving like anything but a human 
being even of the most abandoned turpitude. As played by Mr. Phillips, 
we hear Shylock alternately shrieking and whispering, hanging on to his 
lines and heaving his limbs about as though to say: ** Don't be alarmed, 
i'm only putting it on.” This, [suppose, is aShylockin the grand manner. 
it has a certain advantage in focussing the attention, if only out of sheer 
curiosity, upon a single character and thus lending emphasis to the 
composition of the play. ; 

As Antonio, Basil Gill presents a _ stolid and straightforward 
“*Merchant,” speaking his lines with a nice appreciation of their literary 
worth, and lending an air of self-assured balance to the character—a 
person, he suggests, of limited imagination and unintentional but 
untroubled prejudice. Douglas Quayle correctly deprives Bassanio of 
intelligence and rudimentary morality. Portia is played by Rosemary 
Scott whose delightful appearance compensates for a very slight apprecia- 
tion of the value of her lines. Though she goes through the trial scene 
with the feeling that it is a charade, in the love scene with Bassanio she 
discovers a real tenderness that transcends any little difficulties with 

jlizabethan blank verse. J. Fisher White makes a dignified Duke. and 
Jerry Verno brings freshness to the primitive clowning of young Gobbo. 
Maureen Shaw, as Jessica, has a fine speaking-voice, and Cherry Cottrell 
is a lively though proportionally restrained Nerissa. 

If Mr. Phillips will scrap his scenery ard produce his next Shake- 
spearean play in harmony with 1590 or 1935, instead of with 1890, 
Hammersmith will rejoice and, I hope, show their appreciation in 


tangible form—at least, if it has not utterly deteriorated since the days 
of the gallant Sir Nigel. 


Ballets Jooss at the Gaiety 


CURRENT THOUGHT EXPRESSED IN DANCING 
The admirable Ballets Jooss are with us once more, and proving 
to us in further beautiful examples of their work the wide range of 
subjects which are capable of artistic expression in the emancipated 
ballet which the genius of Kurt Jooss has made possible. Nointelligent 
and sensitive person can fail to be moved by the extraordinarily 
vital performances of the company, nor to be held with interest by 


the ability of this medium to express those forms of truth beyond 
delineation by the normal means of communication.

random subjects from the ever-varying surroundings of their ever- 
wandering author. From these and from his work as film director an 
interesting study will be available of comparative modes of expression 
and of the justification of Viertel’s conviction that the cinema isa genuine 
medium of art. Some of th m will show signs of the profound sadness 
which the tragedy of German Jewry has brought to Viertel, a tragedy in 
which he has suffered the anguish of having friends and colleagues exiled, 
ruined, some even brought to the physical horrors of the Nazi hell. lhe 
plight of the refugee is always present in Viertel’s thoughts, anil the 
suffering of his German brethren a constant sorrow to him, He is not 
embittered: but behind his speech, his smiles, his artistic creations, one 
feels the typically Jewish background of never-distant grief, mellowing 
his outlook with an autumnal sadness, and touching with gentle sympathy 
and tenderness the thoughts that flow from his mind to be captured 
in the films he is creating. 


Germany's Internationalism 
BRITAIN NOT TO JOIN FILM CHAMBER 


The decision of British film producers not to join the proposed 
International Film Chamber ts likely to give the scheme, which was 
proposed by Germany, a serious setback. It is alleged that the decision 
was taken on racial grounds. 

A month or so ago, the Reich Film Bureau issued a circular to the 
Union of Film Production and Film Exploitation advocating the 
cessation of anv further co-operation between “non-Aryans” and the 
Gerrmoan film industry. The circular concluded : 

In respect of the export of German films, every German producer 
and renter should leave nothing untnmed to avail himself also in foreign 
countnes of ‘“‘Arvan”’ firms, and so far as he has branch establishments 
there, to eliminate ‘‘non-Aryan’’ employees. We ask you further to carry 
out this request by concluding sales treaties. 

In the light of this document. an international film chamber 
such as Germany proposes would be nothing but a hollow farce. 

At a meeting of the Film Producers’ Group of the Federation of 
British Industries it was unanimously decided that they would not 
make application for membership. The group represents all the 
principal tilm-producing firms of this country. 


Premieres 
ANNA KARENINA "'—Empire ( Certificate) 


It is presumably as a complument to the newer class of filmgoer 
that the onginal title has been retained for this production by M-G-M 
who made a Garbo-Gilbert silent version under the name “* Love,” and 
although no success comparable. fur instance, to that with the 
characterisations and chromecles ot Copperfield was possible, yet there 
is no company better fitted to the task of binging Tolstoy's great work 
to life. Certain important elements of Karenina are, in fact, exactly 
those from which successful films are always being made and quite 
naturally the scenarists have concentrated on the two angles of love 
(1.e,, romance or passion) at first sight and love between mother and 
son. It is because of this insistence, together with Clarence Brown's 
perceptive direction and the usual thorough-going production methods, 
of which the mazurka and racecourse scenes are outstanding examples, 
that the film manages to succeed over understandably-feeble 
characterisation and some inept casting. Garbo, herself, one cannot 
criticise. She is as lovely, as assured and controlled as-ever and is 
Russian enough for the purpose. Fredric March, whether he hkes it 
or not, is a great lover, but he seems to lack background for this sort 
of thing, perhaps due to his vocal tones and even his highly-competent 
techmque does not always carry him through on this occasion. 
Reginald Denny, in the comparatively minor role of Yashkin, takes 
chief subsidiary honours for a clever piece of work, doing credit to a 
former slap-stick comedian. Freddie Bartholemew, not so splendidly 
natural and sensitive as in Copperfield, will, nevertheless, win new 
admirers as the heroine's son, who forms a more important side to her 
problem than does her husband. Basil Rathbone cracks his knuckles 
and mouths his words in perfectly-formed phrases, but cannot endow 
this emaciated role with hfe any more than can Gyles Isham the 
potentially interesting part of Levin. Maureen O'Sullivan pairs her 
charm and cleverness into Kitty, but gets no return, while Reginald 
Owen's Stiva is a patent burlesque—not, perhaps, through any fault 
of his. The success that this film will undoubtedly attain will be due 
to its always popular theme and its deservedly-famous star. 


“CAR OF DREAMS'’—New Gallery (‘‘'U"’ Certificate) 

This mildly attractive comedy with music is mainly interesting, 
in that it marks the British film debut of Grete Mosheim, the German- 
Jewish star, and will practically coincide in the West End with her 
first appearance on the London stage.

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“ROSEBANK” 

As promised last week I am printing a special 
description of “* Rosebank,” holiday 
Jewish children, 
Ma nehester sponident of 
CHRONICLE. —AUNTIE, 

After a drive through the country to the little 
village of Lymm, Matron, accompamed by 
** Jimmie,’ her brown spaniel, met us at the 
Home, which looks like a pleasant httle country 
villa aet among trees and grassiand. You will, 
I am sure, like me to describe the surroundings 
first, because one always feels that the fresh arr, 
the grass, flowers, trees, the birds and animals, 
much more important to convalescent 
children than even the véry nicest house. Past 
the front lawn and flower-border we go along a 
little path, under a rustic arch, and on'to a large

lawn at the side, where the children often play 
and where the mothers and babies rest in the 
suInmMer it has a wide border of interesting 
plants—they have been specially cultivated by 
Miss Blooman, the Matron, and they include 
cabbages, potatoes, beetroots, carrots, beans and 
peas, some with the red flowers of the surmmer 


peeping out it 1s important that the 
children should have fresh vegetables to eat. and 
deal when you’ can grow Your 
own (besides the fun of helping to tend them!). 
Farther on is a little orchard, with fruit bushes 
and apple ara pear trees; one of the big trees 
stil had apples growing on it when we were there 
last week. Matron had been able to make 
pounds of blackcurrant, redcurrant and goose- 
berry jam from the bushes, much to the child- 
ren’s delight, I can tell you. By the way, there 
is a little dovecot here, where the birds some- 
times nest in the spring-——a useful opportunity 
for nature study! Oh, and I nearly forgot to 
mention that there is a sandpit at the bottom 
of the lawn for the babies to play in. 
Tue CANAL 

Behind the orchard is a large greenhouse full 
of growing tomatoes, the red and green of the 
ripening fruit looking very picturesque amid 
the tnass of fohage. <A door at the side leads out 
into a field bevond, large and grassy, which, 
because of tts SpPAciOusness and wide View, is 
now the cluldren’s thief playground. It is pro- 
tected. by an unobtrusive fence, and from it the 
children can watch the horses and cattle grazing 
in neighbouring fields; or, more exciting, can 
watch the coloured barges sailing down the little 
canal which runs past not far away. Talking of 
canals reminds me that farther away’ one sees 
the great Ship Canal, and it is a curious sight 
to see the great steamers and liners chug-chug- 
ging slowly and majestically along to Manchester, 
as though they were sailing over fields! 

Licht anp 

The house itself. is very light and airy, and 
there 1s a large playroom, in which the tovs are 
usually kept (mind you, most of the toys are a 
bit dilapidated by now!). Round the walls is 
a sort of frieze on which all the famous characters 
from nursery rhymes have been painted in bright 
colours by Matron herself, making the room look 
ever so cheerful. The rest of the house is in the 
usual style, with a pleasant dining-room. white 
bathroom and porcelain tubs for a *‘ rub-down.”’ 
spacious dormitones, and a modern kitchen— 
good cooking, after all, is exceedingly important! 

Much of the financial help comes from the 
good work of the Manchester ladies of the B’nai 
nth Socety, and very many poorly children 
owe their good health now to the kindness of 
these ladies. One thing we were sorry to see 
in the house was the need for redecorating ; 
patches were painted on some walls because 
Matron and her staff and the ladies who care 
for the Home do not yet know of any kind- 
hearted decorator who would be generous enough 
to bnghten it up with new paint. 


THe SHELTER 

It struck us very forcibly, when we saw the 
happy boys and girls playing around on the 
grass, that if wet weather came they would have 
to crowd back into the house, and what a boon 
the proposed Shelter would be! They would be 
rotected from the rain, and yet they would still 
eopeny. in the open, for the Shelter would 
be built at the house end of the big field I have 
already described. Now that the winter is 
coming on, I am sure all members of the League 
will come along quickly with their help to make 
the Shelter into a reality. (And if, ‘by any 
chance, there is a little over, then rhaps 
Matron’s dream of the three ”’ some 
Shelter, and a Seesaw.)

“ROSEBANK” 

As promised last week I am printing a special 
description of “* Rosebank,’ holiday home for 
Jewish children, It has been sent to me from the 
Manchester Correspondent of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, —AUNTIE., 

After a drive through the country to the little 
village of Lymm, Matron, accompanied by 
‘* Jimmie,’’ her brown spaniel, met us at the 
Home, which looks like a pleasant little country 
villa set among trees and grassland. You will, 
I am sure, like me to describe the surroundings 
first, because one always feels that the fresh air, 
the grass, flowers, trees, the birds and annals, 
are so much more important to convalescent 
children than even the very nicest house. Past 
the front lawn and flower-border we go along a 
little path, under a rustic arch, and on to a large 
lawn at the side, where the children often play 
and where the mothers and babies rest in the 
summer. It has a wide border of: interesting 
plants—they have been specially cultivated by 
Miss Blooman, the Matron, and they include 
cabbages, potatoes, beetroots, carrots, beans and 
peas, some with the red flowers of the summer 
still peeping out. It is so important that the 
children should have fresh vegetables to eat, and 
it saves a great deal when you can grow your 
own (besides the fun of helping to tend them! ). 
Farther on is a little orchard, with fruit bushes 
and apple and pear trees; one of the big trees 
still had apples growing on it when we were there 
last week. Matron had been able to make 
pounds of blackcurrant, redeurrant and goose- 
berry jam -from the bushes, much to the child- 
ren’s delight, I can tell you. By the way, there 
is a little dovecot here, where the birds some- 
times nest in the spring—a useful opportunity 
for nature study! Oh, and I nearly forgot to 
tnention that there is a sandpit at the bottom 
of the lawn for the babies to play in. 

Tue CANAL 

Behind the orchard is a large greenhouse full 
of growing tomatoes, the red and green of the 
ripening fruit looking very picturesque amid 
the mass of fohage. A door at the side leads out 
into a field beyond, large and grassy, which, 
because of its spaciousness and wide view, is 
now the children’s chief playground. It is pro- 
tected by an unobtrusive fence, and from it the 
children can watch the horses and cattle grazing 
in neighbouring fields; or, more exciting, can 
watch the coloured barges sailing down the little 
canal which runs past not far away. Talking of 
canals reminds me that farther away one sees 
the great Ship Canal, and it is a curious sight 
to see the great steamers and liners chug-chug- 
ging slowly and majestically along to Manchester, 
as though they were sailing over fields! 

Licnt Arry 

The house itself is very light and airy, and 
there is a large playroom, in which the toys are 
usually kept (mind you, most of the toys are a 
bit dilapidated by now!). Round the walls is 
a sort of frieze on which all the famous characters 
from nursery rhymes have been painted in bright 
colours by Matron herself, making the room look 
ever so cheerful. The rest of the house is in the 
usual style, with a pleasant dining-room, white 
bathroom and porcelain tubs for a “‘ rub-down,”’ 
spacious dormitories, and a modern kitchen— 
good cooking, after all, is exceedingly important! 

Much of the financial help comes from the 
good work of the Manchester ladies of the B’nai 
B'rith Society, and very many poorly children 
owe their good health now to the kindness of 
these ladies. One thing we were sorry to. see 
in the house was the need for redecorating; 
peace were painted on some walls because

Tue SHELTER
